PHYSICIAN S SIGR 
MUST COME DOWN 


Dr. Swartz Permanently Enjoined 
From Maintaining an Office in 
Westminster Place Home. 


A permanent injunction against Dr. Hen- 
ry Swartz was granted by Judge Wood in 
circuit court No. 3 Friday, restraining 
him from displaying a doctor's sign or 
maintaining an office at his residence in 
Westminster place. The injunction was 
granted on the ground that in the title of 
the land on which Westminster place is 
located is a restricting clause specifying 
that the ‘“‘place’’ shall be used for residence 
purposes only. 

The case has been under advisement some 
time, following a trial of the case in which 
residents of Westminster place testified to 
the annoyance of having a doctor's office in 
the neighborhood at which patients called 
at various hours of the day. destroying the 
ave residential atmosphere of the vi- 
cinity

dence district.

RUNNING STEER 


Texas Anima! Pursued Through the 
Streets Over Nearly Fifteen Blocks 
and Volley After Volley Was Sent 
After It by a' Dozen Policemen. 


EXECUTION WAS FINALLY 
EFFECTED BY TEN BULLETS 


Chase Began at Thirteenth and 0’Fal- 
lon and Ended at Twenty-first and 
Clark—Pedestrains Gave the Ani- 
mal Wide Berth. 


A fight with a vicious steer, which lasted 
from 6:39 to 7:30 o'clock this morning, and 
extended over many streets between Thir- 
teenth and O'Failon streets und Twenty- 
first street and Clark avenue, was the ex- 
citing event of the early morning in Bt. 
Louis. 

Over a dozen policemen were arrayed on 
side, While on the other was a 
Texas steer. which, however. was well able 
to care for itself until the crack shots of 
the department cornered him in a lot and 
used’ him for a target. During the entire 
chase over 2 shots were fired by the police 
in an effort to bring down the animal, 
but all were unsuccessful until he was fin- 
ally. cornered and ter bullets sent into his 
body at close range. 

The excitement, the waste of ammunition |

and the danger to people from the shots of | 


the police and the steer’s horns are all di- 
rectly traceable to the butchers’ strike. 
Since the strike was inaugurated a num- 
ber of St. Louis butchers have been com- 
pelled to kill the cattle, while before the 
strike they purchased the dressed meat 
from the packing houses. 

This steer had been 
butcher near the Biddle market at Thir- 
teenth and O'Fallon streets. When the 
animal was delivered it in some way es- 
caped. Efforts to head it off and get it 
Into an enclosure only enraged the ateer, 
which commenced a run down the street, 
turning into Fifteenth street, 


Pedestrains 
Sought Safety. 


The maddened animal 
and streets without special choice, and 
everywhere it had ample room. People 
rushed into stores and proprietors closed 
and barred the doors. fearful lest the steer 
should decide to investigate any opening 
he might see. 

From Fifteenth street and Franklin ave 
nue the steer led the police, who had taken 
up the chase, a merry run to Twenty-first 
and Clark avenue. He did not take the 
most direct route, but went north. south. 
east and west. finally arriving at a vacant 
lot at the corner mentioned. Two patrol- 
men started in the chase, keeping up a 
desultory fire, but each time the steer 
would cross a new beat, the band of blue- 
coated pursuers would be augmented by 
the addition of two new men. 

There was a small-sized army in swift 
pursuit by the time the chase was ended, 
all of whom had emptied their revoivers. 
The animal cleared the streets and ihe 
police took few chances of hitting people 
in shooting, but still the animal did not 
fall dead. He ran only the faster. 

In the vacant lot, where the steer had 
stopped, a sergeant who had joined in tne 
chase, called upon Patrolmen Heath, King 
and McDonough’ of the Seventh district, 
to kill the animal. Ten shots were 
fired by the officers before they succeed- 
ed tn ending the life of the steer, which 


is now awaiting the orders of the ‘butcher 
where he fell.

There are, 
ever, few people im that county who are 
sufficiently connected with the Dooley fam- 
ily to risk the attempt of a rescue of the 
prisoner. The only ones he would have oc- 
casion to fear, the sheriff says, are the 
brothers of Dooley, and they are. now 
looking out for their own safety, as they 
are fugitives from justice. 

For nearly two years Dooley and two of 
his brothers have been fugitives from jus- 
tice, successfully concealing themselves 
from the officers until two weeks ago, 
when William Dooley was captured on a 
ranch forty miles from Las Vegas, N. M., 
by Sheriff H. M. Murphy, of St. Francois 
County. The Misouri sheriff, upon learning 
the hiding place of the man for whom he 
has been searching for two years, vigited 
the ranch cabin alone one night nearly 
two weeks ago; and entered the room where 
Dooley was sleeping. In order to give the 
fugitive no chance, the sheriff’ covered him 
with his weapon and then awakened hig. 
The sheriff's brother, Deputy Sheriff J. P. 
Murphy, who wes a short distance from 
the cabin, in order to prevent any possible 
escape, went to the hut when he learned 
of Dooley’s arrest. .The two brought the 
prisoner to St. Louls and will take him to 
Rock Springs today. 

For years there has been a feud between 
the Dooley and Harris families. in a 
pitched buttle neur Doe Run, Mo., several 


years ago, two mémbers of the Harris fani- 
ily were killed, and one of the Dooleys was 
seriously wounded. The three Dooley 
brothers were immediately captured, but 
ave boud for their appearances for trial. 


t was while free upon these bonds that 
William Dooley is alleged to have shot and 
killed William. Harris. The men met in the 
aisle ona train near Rock Springs, it is 
suid, and both drew their revdlvers and 
emptied them. Harris wae instantly killed. 


Since that time the officers have been un- 
able to find any of the Dooleys until this 
arrest was made.

Temperature and oxygen are the cssentials 
or perfect combustion, and as we have the temperature, it is 
only a case of furnishing sufficient oxygen or air to consume the 
waste gases. Of course there are wasteful and also econumical 
ways to accomplish these results, and where the latter are chosen, 
there will be no waste of fuel by. preventing the smoke nuisance. 

Some break this law through ignorance and some through pure 
indifference. One of the law-breakers used this philosophy: “he 
Lord make the coal and he made the coal to smoke, why should 
[ stop it?’ This man is constantly losing a large per cent of his 
fuel in the form of smoke.

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NEW YORK WORLD’S EDITORIAL TODAY 
THE FIGHT FOR TARIFF REFORM. 
In his speech of acceptance President Roosevelt has repeated the old tariff felic- 
ities that were threshed out to the complete satisfaction of the American people 
a dozen years ago, but which obtained a new lease of life thfough the political and 
business confusion that followed the sHver panic of 1893. It will be necessary, there- 
fore, in the coming campaign to do over again a piece of work that has been thor- 
oughiy well done once before. 
In 1882 President Arthur, a* Republican of Republicans, recommended a revision of 
the war tariff. A tariff commission was appointed, controlled by thorough-going pro- 
A careful study of the question convinced these protectionists that the 
existing tariff was too high. ‘They prepared a bill making material reductions. Con- 
gress kicked this measure out of the window and made a bill of its own. The two 
houses disagreed and a conference committee secretly concocted a new act, raising 
many duties above the point fixed by either house. The tariff of 1883, on the whole, 
was worse than the war tariff it pretended to reform. 

Tn his message of 1887 President Clevelana asked the American people to give 
serious consideration to the need of tariff reduction. He made that the supreme is- 
sue of the ensuing presidential campaign. James G. Blaine took up his challenge } 
in his Paris letter, making himself the champion of high protection. 

After a campaign of unprecedented energy on both sides Mr. Cleveland received 
a plurality of 98,017 on the popular vote, Dut he failed of re-election on account of 
the loss, by a narrow margin, of the electoral vote of New York. The Republican 
party came into power with a promise that the tariff should be “revised by its 
friends."’ 

It was revised by the previously unheard-of enormities of the McKinley law. 
Jomes G. Blaine, the leader, who had orgenized the forces of protection against 
Cleveland, smashed his hat on the table of the ways and means committee in bis 
rage at this perversion of his principles. The response of the people was the tidal 
wave of 1890, with Democratic victorics in Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, lllinois and 
every other state east of the Mississippi, except Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and 


Ohio. 
The campaign of education continued, and in 1892 Cleveland was elected on a 
teriff reform platform. The promise of that platform was partially but very im- 
perfectly kept by the passage of the Wiilsor-Gorman law. Meanwhile, the Sherman 
silver purchase act had brought on panic anc distress. In 189% Bryan captured the 
Democracy and made free silver the issuc. Hundreds of thousands of Democratic 
tariff reformers supported MoKinley for the sake of preserving the gold standard. 
By their help the Republican party was returned to power, and its first act was to 
pass the Dingley law, surpassing even that “culminating atrocity of class legisiation’”’ 
which had borne the mame of McKini*y. 

In 1900 the silver battle was renewed, and the tariff reformers still had to pos- 
sess their souls with what patience they could. The next year McKinley,! ike Blaine, 
publiciy admitted that the time had come to cut down the excesses of the tarnf, 
but almost in the act of making this avowal and formulating a new and. liberal 
trade policy, he was murdered. His successor promiged to carry out his policy, 
but the premise has been forgotten. Roosevelt stands, the unquestioning sér- 
vant of the ‘‘standpatters,’’ who carry pro rection to extremes from which Blaine. 
McKinley, and even Dingley himself, recotjed. 

And so we are brought for the first time in twelve years to another tariff re- 
form campaign. We are asked to say whether a system which each Republican lead- 
er in succession has outgrown, but which has been able to maiftain Mself in ever 
increasing oppressiveness by the force ofprivate greed, shail prove the master or 
the servant of the American people. May we not reasonably hope that a campaign of 
education on this subject now will prove as effective as in 18927

Reid. Perhaps Reid had the greater influ- 
enoe, though “Teddy” hated to confess it, 
Reid being an Irishman and Fenimore 


Cooper an American. A competent critic, 
@ Britisher, styles Reid the Sir Walter 
Beott of America and does not think that 
Cooper can for a moment compare with 
him. Reid, he believes, contributed per- 
ponally and very materially—as one of the 
advance agents of civilization—to the 
“winning of the West,’ than which “‘noth- 
ing grander was ever told in song or story; 
now an accom hed fact. as was exem- 
plified and em led in the Chicago and 
Omaha Fairs and now in the celebration 
at St. Louis of the centennial anniversary 
of the Louisiana Purchase."’ 


Influence of the Novel. 


President Roosevelt's favorite among 
Reid's novels was “The Rifle. Rangers.”’ 
Dr. Conan Doyle prefers “The Headless 
Horsemen.’’ What child could read ‘‘Desert 
Home" without hankering after a life in 
some deep pit in the far West? I knew 
many boys to run away from home on the 
Strength of that book. And “The Plant 
Hiunters’’—scene in the antipodes—how it 
appealed to the roving spirit of the Amer- 
fean boy!

The Dime Novel. 


There was nothing vicious in the dime 
novel of that day, which was a cheap out- 


growth of the tales of such writers as 
Cooper, Reid, Golding, Adams, John Esten 
Cooke and Bracebridge Hemyng, but they 
had to be read surreptitiously because 
parents objected to their wild extrava- 
gances. They, too, had. something to do 
with the winning of the West, for they 
filled our youth with the spirit of adven- 
ture and made cowboys of thousands. As 
our competent critic says, the element of 
romance, so graphically described by 
Mayne Reid, disappeared when the ‘‘Pony 
Express,’\ the “‘Prairic Schooner’ and the

The Cost of a Campaign Train. 


The cost of campaigning by special train 
is not small. A completely comfortable 
campaign train must have a Private car 
for the use of the man who is doing the 
brunt of the work and his secretaries and 
assistant speakers. ‘Then there must be 
another car for the reporters of the 
press associations, the reporters of the 
particular newspapers of the states 
through which the train is passing. and for 
the campaign committees of the state 
There must be a dining car. Man may live 
by tinned goods alone for a day or two 
but a buffet car trip of more than two 
days is simply murderous. The Pullman 
company charges from $30 to $50 a day for 
the use of its cars. Most railroads will at- 
tach @ special car to a regular train pro- 
vided 17 full fares are paid; most railroads 
charge a dollar a mile for running a spe- 
clal train. The commissary department 
costs $150, more or less, « day. Speak- 
ers who are not candidates receive 
from $25 to $100 a Gay for their services. 
Frequently the entire company of passen- 
sere goes to « hotel in a city where there 
is an overnight stop; in some cases the 
national committee pays the landlord, at 
other times the bills are paid by the state 
or the city committee. But it is perfectly 
clear that whatever else campaigning by 
special train may accomplish, it keeps 
money moving.—Lindsay Denison in Every- 
body's Magazine for August.

Law, Constitution Next, Says 
Comptroller Tracewell. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—‘‘While the gen- 
eral spirit and purpose of the const/tution 
is applicable to the zone, that domain is 
not a part of the United States within the 
full meaning of the constitution and laws 
of the country.” 

This is the substance of an opinion made 
by Comptroller of the Treasury Tracewell 
defining the authority of the Ranama cana! 
commission regarding disbursements and 


pe season of the canal zone to the United 
tates 

In effect, the comptroller decided that the 
commission is amenable to the laws except 
in cases where the act creating the com- 
mission re tyres < provides. for its action. 
The canal commission cannot be regarded 
as a branch or bureau of any of the execu- 
tive departments. 

The will and sound discretion of the Presi- 
dent and his commission will control, sub- 
ject_ only to the general spirit and purpose 
of the constitution. The local revenues of 
the zone shall be handled in accordance 
with such rules as they may authorize. 

He holds it unnecessary to decide whether 
the revenues are in a eae sense moneys 
of the United States, ause they are not 
such moneys of the United States as are re- 
pa to he accounted for to the treasury 

epartment. The comptroller also holds 
that the commission would have no author- 
ity to adopt a system of alloting pay by 
employes on the isthmus similar to that 
in use In the navy.
